Despite undemocratic condition: 
prevailing in Russia. Italy, and Ger- 
many, the United States can feel 
assured that democracy will contin- 
ue to flourish here, as long as peo- 
ple keep faith ln themselves and 
preserve those principles which 
make for freedom. Dr A W. For- 
tune, pastor of the Central Christ- 
ian church, assertd last night at the 
third YM-YWCA sponsored forum, 
in Patterson hall. 

Speaking on "Has Democracy 
Failed? ". Dr Fortune claimed that 
we must appreciate the advantages 
given us by our constitution. Seven- 
teen constitutional governments 
have been abandoned, he said, be- 
cause the masses were indifferent to 
the course of politics in their coun- 
try, and failed to protect human 
rjghts. 

Dr. Fortune explained that edu- 
cation was an essential factor for 
the preservation of the doctrines of 
liberty. He emphasized that only 
with eduoation can a person fullv 
realize the importance of. and his 
responsibility for government. The 
usual result of indifference, he said, 
was militarism, antagonism, breech 
of freedom, and finally, fascism 

He expresed the belief that the 
United States is "Heading in the 
right direction." and that there is 
little fear for the overthrow of free-
